this no-fee involvement that 
provides classes which give 
guidance and learning oppor¬ 
tunities. 

Becky Chapman, assistant 
director of D.A.Y., says, 
“ ‘Positive parenting’ is only 
a small part of the entire 
entity. And that’s for the 
parents. For the kids we also 
have counseling, tutoring, 
recreation, and drug and al¬ 
cohol abuse programs.” 

Why is positive parenting 
important? Because in this 
day, as in all other days and 
ages, parents need to be for¬ 
tified in bringing a “posi-! 
tive interaction with their 


adolescent youth in the home, 
school and community,” 
Brooks explains. 

How does one get accepted 
into the D.A.Y. program? 
Through referrals from juve¬ 
nile courts (which are court- 
mandated referrals), law en¬ 
forcement, probation, schools 
and from the community at 
large. And those youths who 
are accepted must reside in 
one of the four communities 
served by Project D.A.Y. 

Family discord is often no 
one’s fault and everyone’s 
fault. With many parents 
voicing their concerns over 
their frustrations in develop-

Vanessa is 11 and until 
last year her history was 
marked by uncontrolled 
temper. 

Tommy is 16 and had been 
watched and paced by his 
probation officer because of 
his repeated fighting and pet¬ 
ty theft. 

But things are different 
for them now. Both youths 
have been referred to pro¬ 
ject D.A.Y.—Diversion Al¬ 
ternatives for Youth— a suc¬ 


cessful counseling pre^ram 
for troubled youths and their 
parents that’s been estab¬ 
lished here in the San Gabriel 
Valley. 

But how does it actually 
work?

Brooks, vice-chairman of the 
executive advisory board, the 
“positive parenting work¬ 
shop” offers parents in Sier¬ 
ra Madre, Pasadena, Alta- 
dena and South Pasadena 


City Hall Escrow 
Still Not Opened 

City Administrator James McRea informed 
the News Tuesday evening no escow has been 
opened as of July 7 to consummate the sale of the 
old city hall. 

At its meeting June 23, the Sierra Madre 
City Council voted to cancel the Disposition and 
Development Agreement it had adopted following 
its action last November authorizing sale of the 
vacant facility to the Bergen Corporation if that 
entity did not open necessary escrow to purchase 
by July 7. 

The council is expected to discuss what action 
to take at a future regular meeting.

Six members don’t let a 
bloodmobile go by without offering their arm— 
and their blood—. 

Russell has given 44 pints and his wife, 
Madeline, 36 pints. And their children all 
participate every chance they get, also. 

They’ll be lined up July 13 at the Masonic 
Temple for the next “blood letting” in Sierra 
Madre when the Sierra Madre Community Blood 
Mobile is in town. 

That’s Russell’s birthday and he’ll be gone 
part of the weekend climbing mountains with 
other Search and Rescue Team members in 
preparation for their climb up the Tetons in August. 
But you can bet he’ll make it back in time to 
give another pint to round out the number of 
pints he’s given to 45. 

Russ started giving blood when he was 18 years 
old in November of 1949. He had chicken pox 
and doctors were attempting to build a serum to 
give to babies to guard them against contracting the 
disease, he says. That’s what started this whole 
blood giving. 

When he married Madeline she gave during 


her non-childbearing years and son, Gary, has 
given six pints. Another son, Tim, has a problem 
with needles so gave blood once and decided he’d 
have to find another way to donate his time and 
effort. 

Laurie Anderson has a very rare blood, AB 
negative. In fact,she’s the only person in the county 
with that blood type, Madeline explains. Once 
doctors at a downtown hospital had to postpone 
surgery until the next day so she could be on hand 
to give blood for surgery of a non-county person. 

And then when Gina married Tim, it was “give 
blood if you’re going to be part of this family.” 

When the Anderson family entourage walks up 
to the blood bank, it’s kind of like when the Marines 
have landed. And they manage to participate three 
to four times a year, or every 54 days if it’s 
necessary. It’s become a part of the family 
pride now. 

Madeline says, “It feels good because 1 know 
I’m helping someoone somewhere. And I’ve been 
called downtown twice to give fresh blood for 
someone who was having open heart surgery.” 

Russell? Well, he hasn’t thought much about it. 
He just knows it needs to be done so he does it. 


ing and maintaining a family 
unit, it seems time for them 
to find a way to help their 
families grow. 

And this is exactly what 
Project D.A.Y. offers: a 
chance for youths and 
parents to grow, together. 

Tempe Brooks says, “It 
costs $2000 per month to 
keep a child in juvenile hall 
—more than it costs to send 
him to Harvard. For $2000 
we can send 20 kids to re¬ 
ferral agencies used by Pro¬ 
ject D.A.Y. Think of the 
good economic sense that 
makes, not even considering 
the human value of chil¬ 
dren.” 

For $100, Project D.A.Y. 
can provide individual care 
for up to 13 weeks. 

She goes on, “A lot of 
kids need to feel that some¬ 
one cares. A lot of parents 
have trouble being parents. 
Project D.A.Y. has what we 
call ‘positive parenting work¬ 
shops’ which amount to a 
good support group for 
parents.” 

Who pays for this service? 
At this point Project D.A.Y. 
The referral comes to the 
agency and D.A.Y. does the 
paperwork and pays the 
agency for the service. Of 
course, the project can’t be 
on a break-even status and 
because of this, D.A.Y. gets 
a $50 service for $15 per 
hour. Agencies offer services 
to the project at greatly re¬ 
duced rates.

A plan to open the south ir 
side of Sierra Madre Blvd. tl 
into a U-shaped shopping b 
area received unanimous p 
approval at Tuesday morn¬ 
ing’s Chamber of Commerce ti 
board meeting. a 

President David May went j, 
over prospective plans that o 
should take about a year to t 
get into gear and they are a 
as follows: a 

—The section of Sierra Madre j 
Blvd. from the east corner of v 
Lloyd’s Bank east to the west 
side of Paper Palace would s 
be diverted south into what is | 
now a partially unused park- ' 
ing lot. 

—Within the U-shaped area, i 
two-story buildings will be j 
constructed to house retail j 
businesses on the lower floors 
and services on the upper l 
floors. 

—Upon completion of the 
new buildings, those leasees 
will move their businesses 
into the new structures. 

—As soon as everyone has 
been transplanted, the drive- 
in area will be opened and 
the older buildings will be 
leveled, making more park¬ 
ing available. 

—Loading and unloading will 
be available on the Mariposa 
side of all the buildings in¬ 
volved. 

May proposed that all park¬ 
ing within the U-shaped com¬ 
plex will become parallel 
parking, allowing less chance 
for traffic jams that prevail 
on Sierra Madre Blvd. at the 
present time. 

To develop the plan. May 
suggests that the first line of 
business should be contact¬ 


ing all leasees and owners of 
the 10 businesses within that 
block area, requesting their 
participation. 

He revealed he’d contacted 
two of them at this point 
and both had been enthus¬ 
iastic that the plan would 
open up Sierra Madre to new 
business, make way for new 
and welcome construction 
and would alleviate parking 
problems along the boule¬ 
vard. 

One person, he said, was 
so enthusiastic about the 
plan that he said to May, 
“Where do 1 sign?” 

The next step in imple¬ 
menting would be to discuss 
it with the owners of build¬ 
ings along that area. 

Board members believe that 
landlords will probably agree 
readily to the plan since it 
would give them a chance at 
new structures instead of 
maintaining their older struc¬ 
tures. They would also gain 
added parking areas. 

Who pays? 

Carlyle Griffin answered, 
i “If you work with the 
Community Development 
Agency (CRA), the city can 
1 retain the money under tax 
I increments.” 

May agreed that with new 
construction, the CRA can 
r- recover their costs. “Los 
- Angeles is doing it with great 
■I success and they have to go 
e to the high rise even to cope 
il with this type of building, 
e This is a practical, feasible 
approach and should bring 
y more traffic, more life into 
>f the city.” 

t- Griffin will contract for an 


artist’s conception of the 
plan that will be shown to the 
City Council upon its com¬ 
pletion. 

He added that 80% of the 
businesses will probably be 
rented before building even 
begins and assured the board, 
“Financing is no problem.” 

Board member Karl Duus 
suggested that the same de¬ 
velopment continue on the 
north side of Sierra Madre as 
well. 

May agreed, saying, “I 
think this is a viable pro¬ 
ject that will gain support 
immediately. It will work on 
both sides of Sierra Madre 
Blvd.”

Chamber members have 
been seeking answers through 
public meetings; however, 
the plan outlined above is

basin each year from the dty 
to the county of Los Angeles. 

If this can be done, it will 
result in a substantial saving 
to the city. 

Mayor Elaine Rudolph 
raised the possibility of im¬ 
posing a fee for sweeping 
city streets. The city adminis¬ 
trator was assigned the task 
of studying this matter to de¬ 
termine if it would be fea¬ 
sible. 

Other discussions involved 
bookkeeping entries that 
have the effect of reducing 
the budget but require the ex¬ 
penditure of the funds from 
other city sources. One ex¬ 
ample of this is the refur¬ 
bishment of fire Engine No. 
42 which will cost an esti¬ 
mated $46,000. 

The cost was originally pro¬ 
posed to be from cinrent 
income. After it was pointed 
out this authorized expendi¬ 
ture is more in the nature 
of a capital improvement,. 
the council voted to use some 
of the city’s reserves for this 
item. 

After indicating the var¬ 
ious areas it wanted the city 
administrator to reduce the 
budget, it asked him to bring 
back his recommendations to 
its July 28 meeting at which 
time it is expected to take 
final action. 


The next regular scheduled 
meeting of the Sierra Madre 
City Council will be next 
Tuesday, July 14. 

One item in the agenda 
will be the final report of 
the council’s Cable TV Ad¬ 
visory Committee. 

That report was given to 
the councU Tuesday night at 
its adjouned meeting from 
last month by the commit¬ 
tee’s chairman, James Ryder. 
The report, signed by all of 
the conunittee members, re¬ 
commends termination of 
the study committee and re¬ 
placing it with a CATV Com¬ 
mission “to be the prime 
management interface be¬ 


tween the cable operator and 
the city.’’ 

Taking note of the coun¬ 
cil’s action to revoke the ex¬ 
isting cable TV francise, the 
recommendation includes a 
suggestion that the proposed 
commission formulate a re¬ 
vised CATV franchise agree¬ 
ment, monitor compliance 
with that agreement and 
‘‘adjudicate subscriber com¬ 
plaints.’’ 

The commission, as envi¬ 
sioned by the study com¬ 
mittee, would consist of five 
members serving staggered 
terms with no reappointment 
of incumbent members.

happening to their youths 
and begin picking up the 
financing themselves. 

Chapman adds, “We have 
the budget set up for next 
year. There are two govern¬ 
ment grEints but we’re work¬ 
ing to raise our own private 
support, usually by direct 
mail fundraising campaigns. 
Remember that it’s hard to 
lobby for a juvenile delin¬ 
quent.’’ 

When a police officer 
comes in contact with a child 
who isn’t exhibiting good, 
acceptable behavior, the of¬ 
ficer can run up the red flag. 
Or he can show this kid an 
option. The officer can say, 
‘Let’s get some help now.’ 
Of course a lot of kids are 
resistant until they get into 
the program. They say, 'I’m 
not crazy. I don’t need a 
shrink’.’’ 

Chapman adds, “We’re in 
our sixth year, growing from 
one Pasadena policeman 
spending 20*l^o of his time on 
the project to the present 
staff of a director, Juana 
Lambert, working three-quar¬ 
ters time, myself as full-time 
assistant director, and Caro¬ 
lyn Jones, full-time secre¬ 
tary who just started today 
(Monday).

Housing Becomes 
Unreal Premium 

Much of Sierra Madre now 
lives in substandard housing. 
The City Council has just 
passed a law against houses 
having less than 1250 square 
feet of living area. If you 
have an 850 Sq. Ft. house 
and want to add a bedroom, 
it now has to be a 400 Sq. Ft. 
bedroom. If the cost of the 
400 Sq. Ft. bedroom exceeds 
the assessed value of the old 
850 Sq. Ft. house, then the 
entire house must be brought 
up to today’s building codes. 

How much does a 1250 Sq. 
Ft. house cost? About $125,-
